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REMARKS 



The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's election without traverse of Group 1, claims 
13-16 and the addition of claims 26-31, as filed by Applicants on October 28, 2005. 
Furthermore, the Examiner notes that claim 13 is generic and that claims 14-16 and 26-31 are 
subject to species election.

Accordingly, Applicants hereby elect the species of dermatitis herpetiformis for 
continued examination. However, Applicants respectfully point out to the Examiner that 
"dermatitis herpetiformis" and "morbus Duhring" are two different names for the same disease. 
Claims 13 and 14 read on the elected species. 
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As acknowledged by the Examiner, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims 
to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations 
of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141. It is fixrther Applicants* 
understanding that the election is for search purposes only and that the search will be extended to 
additional species upon a finding of allowable subject matter.
